when Images ſhould be removed, he would have 
it done by the Magiſtrate, not by a popular ſedi-

He aſcribed much unto dreams, ſaying that God 


declareth his will that way, :and praiſed openly in 


his Sermons ſuch as had dreamed a dream that 


bore ſome explication. | 

In that Ciry of A!/ftet he began firſt to make a 
confederacie, adminiſtring an Oath and taking the 
names of all them that promiſed to aſliſt him in 
his deſign of killing all the ungodly Princes and 
Magiſtrates, and ereQing new ones in their pl:- 
ces. So long as he was content to preach of 
dreams and the like matters of leſs conſequence , 
Frederick Ele&or of Saxony bore with him , bur 
when he began to preach ſedition, he baniſhed 
him our of his dominions : And he having lyen 
hid ſome months, came to Aurenberg, and being 


driven thence alſo, came to .A{ulhus, a town of | 


Thuringia, where many of his old Diſciples when 
he was at Alſer, reſorted to him again. 

Luther heoring of this, writes to the Magiſtrates 
and Senate of the Town, thar they ſhould not har- 
bour Afxrcer, -sthey loved their own fafery, de- 
ſcribing withall rhe mans doctrine and conditions, 
and exhorting them to 25k Aſzncer who had given 
him authority|to preach, and if he could ſhew 
no (e) ordinary calling, that then they ſhould 
eiet him.
